Again, ſuppole it poſſible that 
the C'::99s might be added. by ano- 
ther Hand ; let me beg you not to 
conclude they were, for fear of 
two or three old Logicat Maxims, 
which will grow very zeſty, if they 
once perceive-their Authority coi- 
temncd. Your third and fourth 
Reaſon only prove that your Au- 
thor*s Conſcience - began to ſtare 
him in the Face, and his Read:ng 
was at an end: . that as he could. 
find none, ſo. he. would forge no 
more Examples. But your fifth 
and ſixth Reaſon, I mult confeſs, 
would ſeem to conclude ſomewhat, 
had your Author been a Man of 
any roleratle ſenſe ; But when I 
conſider how injudiciouſly he hath 
put his Tales together , and how 
impertinent many of them are to that 
purpoſe for 'which he hath made 
them, I can think no proceeding 
that is idle, unaccountable , and 
fooliſh, too mean for him, or diſ- 
agreeable to his CharaQer. 

But to draw this wholerrifiingCon- 
troverſie into a narrow compals, ?tis 
evident from Cotelerius, that when 
one Joſeph was put into the Throne 
of a Biſhop unjuſtly depoſed, many 
refuſed to communicate. with him ; 
The Compoſer of this Treatiſe 
endeavours to reduce the Refuſers 
by the Examples of ſome Great 
Men, who' upon the like occaſions 
did not . think it lawful to with- 
draw. But leſt bare Story-relling 

ſhould not do the work, he produ- 
ceth Canons which - peremptorily

by theſe he endeavours to ſupport 
the Chair of the Biſhop in roſs 
and thus having Example backt by 
Precept , tie thinks tne Refuſers 
mult be conitrained to a ſibmiſſion : 
Tins procecding is natural cnough, 
there 15 nothing of force init; and 
when. I find any thing at the end 
of a Treatiſe written in the ſame 
Hand, immediatly ſubjoyned to it ; 
which carries no mark of another 
Author, and is agreeable to the 
Age, and ſerviceable to” the maine 
drift and deſign of the Compoſer 
of the Treatiſe, I muſt think ir ad- 
ded by the ſame Author, unleſs 
you pleaſe to furniſh me with a 
Reaſon to the conrrary, better than 
any I have yet met with! [Indeed 
you pretend to offer one, when- you 
obſerve the Author uſes his own 
Language in the Stories; but mran- 
ſcribes the very Words of the 
Canons, pag. y. But pray, Sw, 1s 
it unuſual, or is it not neceſſary 
to cite the wry Words of Laws? 
Your Author might make Stories, 
bur ſure, he was .not conſiderable 
enough to .be a Canor-maker z and 
therefore was bound to thoſe Ex- 
preſſions in which Anthority had 
put them. And yourſobſervation, 
that the Author always uſes his 
own Stile in the Stories, ſhows you 
have'not yet had leafure to com- 
pare them - with the' Books ont of 


Which ſome part of them is ta- 
ken, 
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And now, Sir, having conſider- 
ed all you have to ſay about the 
Canons, you muſt excuſe me from 
atrending on your Triumph, in 
which you ſo indecently lead a 

very great Man, ( the 
Pag.8.f515. fame who gave you In- 

formation of every thing 
you knew concerning this A S.) 
who feil into an unconſfiderable 
miſtake, which yet he hath reCified 
in his anſwer to your Book,only be- 
cauſe he had not leiſure to be ac- 
curate about Trifles : for the way 
which you go Is too foul for me 
to wait. upon you in. _ Yet Curio- 
ſity will force me as far as your 
enchanted Caſtle, pag. 19. to ſee the 
Iſſue of that notable . Adventure. 
But here all my Expectation is quite 
daſht : for when | thought ro find 
the Knight armed, mounting the 
Ramparts, and breaking down the 
Walls, Modeſty comes on,turns him 
into a Pioneer. and ſers him to caſt 
up Works to encloſe a SPIRIT, 
as wiſe a deſign as theirs was who 
hedg'd about a Cruckiouw, 


To be ſerious. An Acquaia- 
tance of mine bis me tell you, your 
Guantelet is taken up, not by a 
Party, but a Single Perfon, and 
your Challenge is accepted : He 
hopes you will obſerve the Laws 
of Combat, and not bring any 
Spells, Charms, or unlawful Weapons 
into the Field : (to ſpeak out of 


Metaphor) that you will be plain, 
Civil and Even in your Writing 
That you would leave your Intri- 
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cate Alſegories, your Pride and 
Inſolence behind you ; and not in- 
decently fall out of fits of Kai'ing 
Into as violent ones of Prayer : but 
diſpute like a Scholar, and like a 
Chriſtian. 

He deſires likewiſe you would 
not produce ſuch Examples, as that 
repeated one of Photixs, pag. 17.- nor 
conclude that Corſtantine Cid not 

elign to baniſh Athanaſius for his 
Life, becauſe he afterward rep:nt- 
ed he had baniſht him at all, pag.23. 
To ſuch Inſtances and ſuch Con- 
cluſions he will think it ſufficient 
to reply, that they onght not to be 
made or produced by any Man of Ho- 
nour, Integrity, or Serie. 

If you grant him theſe few rea- 
ſonavle Requeſts, heis very ready 
to engage upon the Principles of St. 
Cyprian, and the Pratt:ce of that 
Age; and to make ſhort work of 
the Controverſie, thus ſtates ir from 
matter of fact : But Inecd go no 
further, you are a wiſe man, and 
this 44t 15 enough for you to gueſs, 
how | would ſtate it; and you may 
do it with more ſafety than I can :
